O'Neil, Convicted Murderer, Gives 


the Warning: "You See What 


Rum Has Done for 


Greenfield, Mass., Nov. 20.—The coun- 


sel for John O'Neil, Jr., who was con- 
victed for the murder of Mrs. Ilattie 
McClond, presented a motion for a new 
trial and it was denied this morning by 
Justices Fessenden and Sheldon, and the 
date of O'Neil's hanging was set for Jan- 
uary 7 next. O'Neil aakod to bs hanged 
sooner, if he must be at all, on account of 
his family. Aa he waa getting into the 
carriage afterwards he said to an immense 
crowd who was watching him, "Well, 
boys, you see what rum has done for me." 


The case of John O'Neil is too fresh in 


the minds of the public to need recount • 
ing. In January last Mrs.Hattie McCloud, 
a respected young woman, was found 
ravished and murdered ne*r her home at 
Shelburne Falls. John O'Neil, a ne'er- 
do-well and rum-drinker of the town, was 
arrested for the crime. After an exciting 
trial at Greenfield in which he was ably 
defended by Messrs. Beer & Dowlirs and 
Counsel Charles J. Pa,rkhurst, he was 
promptly convicted. 
Notwithstanding 


all of the heroic efforts of the counsel in 
his behalf the verdict of the jury stands 
and O'Neil will pay penalty for his crime 


by his own life.

Fifty Warehouses and a Xargo Number 


of Smaller Buildings laclted Up by the 


Destructive Element—A Hundred En- 


gines at 
Work—Disaster

Explosion of Gas Engine—Loss

Ktutcd nt Mwny Millions of Dollars. 


$3O,OOO Fire at Greenfield. 


Greenfield, Mass., Nov. 20.—The cutlery 


a»d baby carriage factory of the Warren 
Manufacturing Co. burned this morning 
with a loss of $30,000. It is not known how 
the fire originated, but when it was dis- 
covered it was under good headway. The 
flames ale their] way through the main 
factory practically destroying it and ren- 
dering the machinery almost a total loss. 
There is an insurance of $18,000 on the 
property and the company will rebuild at 


Big Football Crush. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 20.—The day 


for the Harvard-Pennsylvania football 
game dawned most unfavorably, lowering 
clouds threatening every moment. There 
was prospect however that the weather 
would be clear by afternoon. 
Nearly 25,- 


000 tickets are sold, the greatest crowd 
for football game Philadelphia ever saw 


London, Nov. 20.—Friday afternoon 


one of the most disastrous fires in Lon- 
don's history since the great flre of 
1068 broke out in a large block oi build- 
ings lying eastward of Alders 
Gate 


}treet and between tihat thoroughfare 
««md Red Cross street. 
The flames 


were famned by a strong wind and were 
fed by highly inflammable stocks of 
fancy goods and dress materials of all 
descriptions that crowded ever}" floor 
of the six-story buildings iin the old 
streets, in view of the coming Christmas 
trade. 
Consequently, the conflagra- 


tion gained hoad\va.y with surprising 
rapidity, ana -uas soon far beyond any 
possibility of being checked by the few 
engines that were early an the spot. 


For four hours andoa half the llames 


had their own way, aind it was only after 
more Ihoai 100 engines had worked an. 
hour thai the chief of the flre brigade 
sent out the signal that the fire was 
Under control. 
This was a,t 5:43 p. m. 


When the ffood news became generally 
known n-oa.rly 50 warehouses and a dozen 
or so minor structures had either van- 
ished or remained in only blackened 
walls, a chaos of fallen, girders and 
smoking piles of briclts and stone. 


The conflagration was caused by the 


explosion of a gas engine on the premises 
of "Wallei-, Brown & Co., mantle man- 
ufacturers. 
Their large factory was 


crowded with girls when the flre broke 
out, and it was instantly the scene of 
a semi-panic. 
The frightened oper- 


atives, with many screams, rushed to the 
roof, of the building and thenct ."'ossed 
to other buildings, where they ejected 
their escape. 
In lesa than a quarter of 


an hour the flames had enveloped the 
adjoining warehouse, and thence jumped 
across the street to an enormous paper 
warehouse, which was fully alight in 
less than ten mteutes. 
' 


By this time it was evident to the 


firemen that they were face to face with 
a great disaster, and a general alarm 
was sent out. 
Then from all the flre 


stations engines were sent hurriedly to 
the spot, and the police gathered about 
the neighborhood in great force. 
Thds 


display of strength on the part of the po- 
lice was required, as the crowd, swelling 
In size every ^moment, soon amounted to 
tans of thousands of people, and the 
firemen required every possible freedom 
of action, as their fight was one of the 
greatest difficulty owing to the narrow- 
ness of the old, crooked streets. 
The 


excitement among- t'he on-lookers, who 
crowded every possible point of view, 
Was very great, as may be judged from 
the fact that firemen had to-be rescued 
repeatedly by their 
comrades 
from 


buildings which had caught fire after 
the firemen had mounted to the roots. 
The rescue of operatives by the firemen, 
the hurrying of hosts of clerks who were 
trying to save books and valuable 
papers from the fire, and the rushing 
here and there of many employes who 
were attempting to ca,rry to places of 
safety costly merchandise or other val- 
uables, added to the confusion. 


The roar of the flames was so In- 


tense a/nd the heat was so terrific that 
several firemen were obliged to work 
under showers of water slowly poured 
on them. 
In spite of their exertions 


the fire crept on very steadily until Nich- 
olas square was reached. 
At a. little 


after 2 o'clock a dozen hose pipes with 
a 13-foot spread poured water into 
the blaze from an opposite roof from the 
street below and from the burning prem- 
ises themselves, but it did not seem to 
have any effect. 
The confusion, in 


the streets increased as the fire spread, 
the shrieking of steam whistles and 
throbbing of the engines increased, and 
building after building became ignited. 


Suddenly there was an explosion of 


gas meters, sounding like the reports 
of ^elfl guns, followed by a-momentarjr 


hush. 
.'liter chat the wild rushing Ii^rp 


and there was resumed with increased 
energy. 
Mon risked their lives in des- 


perate efforts to save daybooks, ledgers, 
feathers, jewelry, valuable1 china-ware, 
etc. 
One man actually hazarded his 


life to fetch his hat and cane, 200 feet 
of stonework and glass falling at till 
heels as he emerged from the bulletinsr. 
Several firemen were almost buried in 
burning ruins, as front after front of the 
flaming warehouses fell in, hurling tons 
of brick and masonry into the streets, 
bursting and rutting tho flre hose in 
«11 directions, while tons o£ fiery matter, 
rescmbli.ig- huge bparkp or meteors, were 
falling in every direction, making it im- 
possible tc foresee v,horp the conflagra- 
tion woT7';fl r'.np, as roof'after i cot caught 
five and window frames all about tho 
scene began to smoke. 


As the afternoon wore on the denee 


crowds \\ere still 
further 
enlarged. 


There excited masses of humanity had 
to be pressed back by the police as thu 
area of the fire-swept spot increased in 
size. 
By dusk the picture presented 


was extremely brilliant a,ncl horribly 
attractive.

The Headmasters' club of Western Mas- 


sachusetts held its 10th regular meeting 
at the Wilson in North Adams Friday 
night. The executive committee having 
the meeting in charge was W C Whiting, 
H, H Gadsby and Charles H Keyes. The 
members of the club present ot the meet- 
ing were W A Strong of Williamstown, 
Charles A Bryam of Pictsfleld, John C 
Hull of Adams, A W Bpgers of Stock- 
bridge, W C Whiting of Chicopee, W H 
Whiting of Greenfield, J C Worcester of 
West Springfield, H H Gadsby and Princi- 
pal Murdock of this city, C A Holbrook 
of Shelburne Falls, F W Burke of Munson 
and H W Kittredge of Westfield. 


Dinner was served in the Wilson at 6 


o'clock and at 7.45 tha members assem- 
bled in the hotel parlors, where an ad- 
dress was made by Pror. Henry Daniel 
Wild of Williams college on ''Latin prep- 
aration," and one by Prof. John Hewitt 
of Williams college on "What the col- 
leges expect from the secondary schools." 
W. C. Whiting of Chicopee presided. 
Prof. Wild emphasized the necessity of 
Latin reading and Latin writing in prepa- 
ration, but made the gratifying statement 
that the slough of despond in Latin prep- 
aration is not in Western Massachu- 
setts. 
He advocated getting into Latin 


through Latin and not by the way of 
English. 
Let the symbol for the idea 


occur to the mind in Latin and not in Eng. 
lish to be translated into Latin. To reach 
this end he would insist on Latin reading 
and Latin writing from the beginning of 
the study of the language. He advised the 
memorizing ot short masterpieces. Prof. 
Wild had some statistics from the Wil- 
liams freshman class to show by the in- 
efficiency of the average man in Lat'n 
how unsatisfactory the ordinary Latin 
course in preparatory schools Is. The fig- 
ures showed an average of four years in 
Latin, with only 107 hours in prose com- 
position. In a test sentence of transla- 
tion from English he could only give the 
class an average marking of 63 per cent. 


Prof. Hewitt's address was listened to 


with much attention. He touched upon 
four points. First, he requested that the 
headmaster co-operate with the college 
in trying to make known the true ideal 
of the college to the common people; 
second, he would impress the headmas- 
ters with the idea of picking out the 
bright boys and sending them to college; 
third, give your boys a good substantial 
character; fourth, in discussions as to 
modification of program or scheme of 
education observe a true conservatism, 
la amplification he said that there is 
abroad an idea that the college is an 
aristocratic institution for 
the edu- 


cation 
of 
the 
rich, 
while it is 


true that on 
questions such as the 


relation 
of 
capital and 
labor most 


college men are on the side of labor. It is 
necessary that the boys who are to be- 
come leaders in society should have a 
true education to prevent them falling 
into such errors as a bad socialism or false 
communism. In speaking of character, 
he had not the audience he would like to 
address, for the New England boy bad a 
good character. Upon the adoption of a 
different plan of education he wanted con- 
servatism because in adopting readily a 
scheme and settling down to it great 
educational wrong might be done. The 
educational values had not been deter- 
mined 
He was not positive on the one- 


course plan in preparatory schools for 
boys who go to college and boys who 
go out into the world to earn their bread 
and butter. 
He was of the opinion 


that to boys who go out into the 
world broader vistas should be opened. 
He is in favor of retaining Greek in ^col- 
lege requirements, and thinks that Wil- 
liams would, if voting on the matter. He 
does not think it wise to break with the 
noble history of the past. In the discus- 
sion that followed the addresses it was 
brought out that while the personal in- 
fluence of the instructor is reduced be- 
cause of conditions, the character of high 
school and college boys is rising. 


The members of the club visited the 


state normal school and Williams college 
today, and were to attend the Williams- 
Dartmouth football game on Weston field 
this afternoon,

A Description of D. 0. Mills' Hotel No. 


1, New York, by Our Correspondent. 


NEW YOBK, November 19,1897.5 


To THE EDITOB OP THE TBAKSCEIPT:— 


So muoh. has been said in the papers re- 
cently regarding the new D. O. Mills 
Hotel No. 1, that perhaps yours readers 
will be interested in reading an account 
of it by one who has been there. Mr, 
Mills is a practical business man, and has 
showu his good sense and business sagac- 
ity in erecting such a huge building in a 
thickly populated down-town portion 
of the city. 
The building is put up 


in a 
thoroughly 
substantial man- 


ner, brick with stone trimmings,is lighted 
by electricity, has an imposing doorway 
and the arrangement of the rooms around 
two large courts, or corridors, gives the 
interior a very pleasing effect. 
In tho 


basement are individual lockers where 
those who have small baggaje can store 
it away and have access to it as they wish. 
Also in another part of the basement are 
the restaurant and bath rooms. The first 
floor is arranged for shops and stores, a 
great many of them already being taken. 
The large corridors of which I spoke are 
covered and lighted from the top and are 
furnished with tables and chairs, where 
the guests sit and read, write, smoke or 
play games of various kinds. 


Above the entrance way is the library 


which has, I should think, nearly 1,000 
volumes of the standard works; these are 
accessible to those guests who have a 
room for a week or more. On each floor 
the suites, or sets of rooms, are double. 
The inside rooms are lighted and venti- 
lated by windows opening out on the 
court and the outside rooms, of course by 
windows looking out on the street. 


There are 780 rooms on each corridor 


thus making 1,560 rooms in all. Each 
room is carpeted, has an iron bedsteaj 
with woven springs and hair mattress, 
two pillows, sheets, a blanket and a 
counterpane and a chair to each room 
The guests are not allowed ia the^r rcoms 
between the hours of 9.30 a. m. and 5 
p. m., when the necessary cleaning is 
being done. The building is thoroughly 
heated by steam and the ventilation is 
perfect. 
Elevators 
are constantly a* 


work carrying the guests to the different 
floors. Twenty cents per day for a room 
entitles guests to all the privileges of the 
house, including a bath on application. 


The bill of iare in the restaurant pre- 


sents a good variety at a wonderfully low 
price. For instance, yesterday I took the 
regular dinner; I had my choice of two 
kinds of soup, six kinds of meat, three 
kinds of vegetables, four desserts to se- 
lect from, and tea and coffee, all for 15 
cents, 


For the last two nights every room in 


the house feas been occupied and many 
have been turned away. Of course the 
class of people who patronize this institu- 
tion are not wealthy, and yet very many 
of them show that they are a thrifty class 
of mechanic, clerk, salesman or some 
other business, either in the city tempo- 
rarily or seating to make a few dollars 
last until they can find work. 


George Fra-ncis Train has been stopping 


here ever since the house was opened and 
recently has been giving talks, in his 
usual brilliant style, in these corridors. 


Mr. Mills has spent a very large sum in 


the erection and equipment of this build- 
ing and expects to receive a fair compen- 
sation for the investment of his money, 
and at thn same time, furnish a home for 
a class of men who might otherwise be 
obliged to go to some ot those ill venti- 
lated and often 
times filthy lodgiug 


houses. 


He is putting up another and similar 


hotel, on a smaller scale, on the east side, 
near Christie street, and is to be called 
Mills Hotel No. 2. 


If any of your readers should come to 


this city, I think it would be worth their 
while to visit this hotel in Bleecfcer street, 
between Sullivan and Thompson, and see 
what comfortable accommodations they 
furnish for so low a rate.
